Castro Must Also Keep Away 


From Nearby Points 


NO ASYLUM IN MARTINIQUE 


Decision of French Government Fol- 


lows Request From Washington— 
Ex-Dictator Must Go to the Danish 
Isles or Back to Europe—Present 
Situation In Venezuela Is Declared 
to Be Critical 


Washington, April 9.—The efforts 


of the American government to keep 
former President Castro out o£ Venez- 
uela and away from the nearby main- 
land and islands have every Indica- 
tion of being crowned with success. 


Moat of tho powers having posses- 


sions in that part of the world have 
Indicated to the state department that 
Castro's presence is not wanted with- 
ing their boundaries and that they are 
willing to acauiesce In the desire of 
the "United States that be be far re- 
moved from the scene of his ''former 
prestige. 


Notwithstanding Castro's deposition 


as president he has still a great many 
warm adherents in his native country, 
and it Is realized here that his return 
might he made the 
occasion of a 


demonstration resulting in the re-es- 
tablishment of unsettled conditions. 


This government feels that Castro 


ought not be allowed to return to 
Venezuela, or to he permitted to make 
his headquarters at 'any of the sur- 
rounding ports. 


France to Expel Castro 


Paris, April 9.—The French gov- 


ernment has decided to expel Cipriano 
Castro from the French Island of Mar- 
tinique in the West Indies on the 
ground that his presence there is like- 
ly to forment a revolution in Venez- 
uela,. 


This decision followed consideration 


of a cablegram from M. Jusserand, 
the French ambassador at Washing- 
ton, giving an account of the confer- 
ence with Secretary of State Knox. 


It is presumed here that the govern- 


ment of the United States, v/hich in- 
itiated the exchanges with foreign 
governments to prevent Castro from 
establishing headquarters close to the 
Venezuelan coast, will prevent him 
making his way to the mainland on a 
sailing vessel. 


This course will leave Castro the al- 


ternative of taking refuge on one of 
the Danish "West India islands or re- 
turning to Europe. 


"The present situation In Venezuela 


Is critical; Cipriano Castro has many 
partisans In high places, even among 
the men recently appointed to office, 
and all -are secretly anxious that he 
return to Caracas," Is the opinion of 
the correspondent in Venezuela of The 
Siecle, as set forth in a dispatch from 
Caracas published hy that paper. 


The correspondent continues: "Pub- 


lic opinion is hostile to Castro but the 
Gomez government is the object of 
a bitter campaign by the leaders o£ 
the old parties suppressed by Castro 
ten years ago." In conclusion, the 
correspondent says that unless the 
Tartans factions sink their differences, 
Castro will profit, 
or anarchy will 


supervene. 
He is of the opinion that 


Intervention by the "United States Is 
the only solution of the difficulty. 


Dutch Warships on Guard

Panic In Tenement District Becomes 


So Great That Mayor Calls Upon

Manchester, N. H., April 9.— The 


tenement house district just to the 
south of the business section of tho 
city came near being wiped out by a 
fire which was stopped with the com-

men. women and children, mostly 
Greeks, homeless into the world, and 
caused a property loss ol about $150,- 
000. 


Starting in a tenement which was 


practically vacant, 
through nearly 


every man, woman and child being at 
work in nearby shoe shops, it was 
driven by a 
fierce 
westerly 
crUQ 


through two city squares. 


There were many smaller fires out- 


side the main, area, but they were 
not only put out, but the entire dis- 
trict to the leeward of the fire for 
some distance was 
thoroughly wet 


down by the out of town firemen and 
the city saved from so extensive a loss 
as that which prevailed at Chelsea, 
Mass., under almost similar condi- 
tions a year ago. 


The fire broke out a few minutes 


after 11 a. m., and within the next 
hour had become so threatening that 
help was summoned from Concord and 
Nashua, and later from Rochester, 
Dover, Portsmouth and "Lowell, Mass. 


In the meantime the gale drove the 


flames steadily eastward, but the fire- 
men were assisted by the fact thsit on, 
the north side of the fire there was a 
park, while on the south side there 
was a large cemetery. 


It was into these two open spaces 


that the terrified inhabitants of nearly 
four score tenement houses dragged 
their belongings and heaped them in 
a great mass. Many, however, were 
not so fortunate, for 
being in 
the 


mills, they were unable to reach the 
scene. until their homes were well in 
the grasp of the fire. 


The spectacle of their homes being 


rapidly devoured by the fire tlivew 
the entire district into a panic, and 
so great was the confusion that Mayor 
Reed was forced to 
call 
upon the 


militia to assist in policing the dis- 
trict. 
Five companies of the New- 


Hampshire National Guard turned out. 
and cleared a large place so that the 
firemen could work unhindered. 


The personal property lost in the 


district was comparatively small in- 
dividually, as but lew of the families 
were blessed with, many worldly pos- 
sessions. 
The owners of the build- 


ings were many, and while in some 
cases the property consisted of four- 
story affairs of modern construction, 
the great majority of the buildings 
which were destroyed were@f the 
three-story type and had been built 
some years.

half mills on the dollar is assessed 
•upon these lands for the purpose of 
protection from forest 
fires. 
This 


tax will be assessed ."by the state as- 
sessors and collected by the 
state 


treasurer and 
will constitute the 


same sort of a Hen upon the property 
that is constituted-'by a real estate 
tax In an 
organized 
municipality. 


This tox shall be kept in the state 
treasury as a special fund and .be ex- 
pended only for the purposes of ad- 
ministration of the tax and for sup- 
pression and 
'prevention of 
forest 


fires. 


The administration of the law 
is 


placed in the hands of the 
forest 


commissioner with power to establish 
lookouts, organize 
and 
maintain a 


fire warden service, equip and main- 
tain both telephone lines and stations 
and storehouses for the keeping of 
the equipment necessary for the pre- 
vention, of forest fires, and sheltering 
of the flre wardens and fire fighters. 


The doctrine of a 
separate 
tax- 


ation of the wild lands has faeen 
urged many years by the persons at- 
tacking the existing taxation system, 
but this 13 the first direct measure to 
that effect. 


The law ensures a fifty rjiercent. in- 


crease of -the 
wild land tax 
in 


•Maine, which was three mills as the 
assessments for 1907 and 1903. The 
general state tax upon all the taxed 
property is also increased fifty per 
cent. 
The wild land lax by the two
